Lib Dems must try harder

MORE than half of the town’s 
Liberal Democrat councillors have 
shown up to less than three quarters 
of meetings. 

A Luton on Sunday investigation 
into councillors’ attendances has 
shown that of the bottom ten - five of 
them are Lib Dems. 

There are only eight in opposition 
at Luton Borough Council, out of a 
total of 48 members. 

Cllr Roy Davies has the lowest record 
at 49 per cent, with his wife Cllr Jenny 
Davies at 65 per cent. On par with her 
is Cllr Peter Chapman, with Cllr 
Martin Pantling at 67 per cent. Cllr 
Diane Moles is at 74 per cent. 

Each council representative gets a 
basic rate of £7,500 for their role, plus 
any additional expenses for chairing 
committees. 

The figures were gathered from the 
council’s website which lists the 
meetings each member is on. 
However, it does not make available 
attendances for certain boards, the 
fire or police authorities. 

Last week, just hours before the full 
council meeting, Cllr Pantling took to 
Twitter to say he ‘May stay away’ - 
and did. 

Also within the worst performing 
are Labour councillors Desline 
Stewart and Andrew Malcolm, at 72 
and 73 per cent respectively. 

Leader of the Conservatives 
Michael Garrett has attended 75 per 
cent of meetings. 

By council rules and regulations, 
any councillor who fails to attend 
one council or committee meeting in 
a six month time period automatical¬ 
ly bars themselves from the role. 

Speaking on behalf of herself and 
her husband, Cllr Jenny Davies said: 
“I am a co-opted member on the 
Citizens Advice Board and I was there 
twice this week. I would argue that is 
jolly more useful than some of the 
obscure committees.”

Cllr Moles said she will be taking 
her record up with the council as she 
feels it is incorrect. 

She said: “I just think it is dreadful¬ 
ly wrong they can produce these fig¬ 
ures and I don’t know where they got 
them from. 

“There are times I have been to 
meetings and have forgotten to sign 
it but it should be in the minutes that 
I was there.” 

Cllr Stewart said: “I have recently 
had to have a knee operation which 
has meant that I haven’t been very 
mobile. I have now had the operation

which has been successful and I 
should be resuming full council 
duties as soon as I am able.” 

Cllr Malcolm added that he was 
absent from some council meetings 
as he was at school governor 
meetings. 

Cllr Garrett said he had been ill on 
occasions and was unable to make 
some meetings and added: “We are a 
small group [with four councillors] 
but I think we are listened to and we 
have still made a difference.” 

At the other end of the scale, there 
were five who had 100 per cent

records. These were Labour’s Melvin 
Cato, Yaqub Hanif, Tahir Malik and 
Mayor Don Worlding, as well as 
Conservative John Titmuss. 

Within the worst performing are 
Labour councillors Sheila Roden and 
Raja Saleem with both on 65 per cent. 
However, they have each had serious 
personal matters in the past year. 

Luton Labour Party organiser 
Francis Steer said: “Tribute must be 
paid to Cllr Roden who was very seri¬ 
ously ill during the year and spent 
many months in hospital. 

“Her experience of recovering from

close to death was covered by Luton 
On Sunday. Yet Sheila’s attendance 
record is better or equal to most of 
the Lib Dem councillors. 

“Even more shocking is that Cllr 
Pantling can just Tweet that he is not 
going to bother turning up to a coun¬ 
cil meeting and Sheila did her best to 
get back to meetings in a wheelchair 
as soon as she was discharged from 
hospital.

Pair arrested after gun and drugs found 


TWO people were arrested after a 
firearm and large quantity of 
suspected Class A drugs were found 
at a property. 

The 26-year-old man and 22-year-old 
woman were arrested on Suspicion of 
Possessing a Section 1 Firearm and 
Possessing a Class A drug with intent 
to supply, after a search warrant was 
executed at the property in Guildford 
Street, Luton. Scenes of Crime 
Officers attended the scene and the 
two people arrested are now being 
questioned by officers from the 
Serious Crime Investigation Unit. 


The officer in charge of this 
investigation, Detective Constable 
Mirian Khajavelidze, said: “While the 
actual threat caused by gun crime is 
very small and does not affect the vast 
majority of law abiding people within 
Bedfordshire, we are not complacent 
about the dangers posed by these 
weapons and would therefore urge 
anyone who has information about 
those people who carry or have 
access to illegal weapons to have the 


courage to come forward and speak 
to the police. 

“With the help of the public we can 
rid our county of these weapons and 
reduce the small number of people 
affected by gun crime still further.”

More parking at library 
at £1,700 per space

A MASSIVE £80,000 has been 
budgeted to create 47 extra parking 
spaces for visitors to Marsh Farm 
library - a cost of around £1,700 per 
space. 

Luton Borough Council made the 
decision following complaints about 
a lack of available parking after the 
library moved from the Purley Centre 
to Lea Manor High School last May. 

Customers have complained that 
they were forced to leave their vehi¬ 
cles on the street after finding the car 
park behind Lea Manor Recreation 
Centre full, and a barrier across the 
entry to spaces at the front of the 
library 

After a meeting last month, the 



authority has decided to create extra 
spaces, which will be added to the 
current car park behind the 
Recreation Centre. 

A council spokesman said: “We are 
aware of the parking issues in the 
area and to address this we are cur¬ 


rently developing a scheme which 
will increase the number of car park¬ 
ing spaces. 

“The car park adjacent to the play¬ 
ing fields is now permanent and cur¬ 
rently in use, and spaces at the front 
of Lea Manor High School will be 
available to site customers with dis¬ 
ability requirements and managed in 
a more efficient way. 

“An additional 47 spaces will be 
made available behind Lea Manor 
Recreation Centre which will be 
jointly managed by service providers 
and the school. 

“Once the scheme has been 
approved we anticipate the neces¬ 
sary works to be carried out early in 
the financial year 2012/2013. 

“We have budgeted £80,000 for this 
scheme.”

than many of the Lib Dem council¬ 
lors.” 

Leader of the Liberal Democrats, 
David Franks, who himself has an 82 
per cent rate, said: “Many Lib Dem 
members serve on appointments 
panels, licensing panels, scrutiny sub 
groups and local voluntary or charity 
groups. 

“These are where much of the work 
is done, they are very time consum¬ 
ing and attendance does not show up 
in these figures. 

“I know for example that Cllr fenny 
Davies has been to three CAB meet¬ 
ings in the past two weeks. 


“Cllr Roy Davies devotes a lot of 
time to his responsibilities on the 
Fire Authority as does Martin 
Pantling on the Police Authority and 
Diane Moles on Health bodies. 

“Percentage attendances would be 
meaningless on these bodies as 
members who can’t be bothered to 
do the job properly do not allow 
themselves to be appointed to them 
in the first place. 

“Liberal Democrat councillors have 
a very good record of attendance at 
meetings where they can actually 
make a difference. 

“The top priorities for Liberal 
Democrat councillors are to look 


after the interests of residents in their 
Wards and to seek what is best for the 
town as a whole.” 

Cllr Mel Cato, one of the Labour 
members who has a 100 per cent 
attendance said: “When I was elected 
to the council last May, I saw it as a 
duty to attend all the committees 
that I was elected to serve on. 

“I also saw it as very important to 
set up an advice surgery in my ward 
and to attend all the ward events. The 
ward had previously been represent¬ 
ed by Lib Dem councillors who don’t 
do advice surgeries.” 

Cllrs Pantling and Chapman and 
did not return our calls.

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Jewellery of huge sentimental value stolen 


TWO rings worth £30,000 were stolen 
from a pensioner’s windowsill. 

The 77-year-old victim removed the 
jewellery and left them on the bathroom 
window ledge at her home in Union 
Street, Dunstable. 

When she returned at about 10.30am 
on March 29 - about half an hour after 
placing them there - they were missing. 
The rings taken were of sentimental 
value to the victim and were more than 


50 years old. Both rings are also very dis¬ 
tinctive and are described as: 

■ Emerald cut diamond which is rec¬ 
tangular in shape and about 10mm long 
and 8mm wide. The diamond is 2.6 to 
three carat and on the shoulders of the 
ring are elongated baguette diamonds 
which are around 7mm long and 3mm 
wide. The platinum band is slim. 

■ Round cut (brilliant cut) four carat 
diamond with a 10mm circumference.

Lady claims she’s ‘being 
picked oif in notice dispute

AN ELDERLY woman is trying to clear 
her name after being handed a notice 
about her ‘threatening’ behaviour. 

Margaret Osborne, 77, lives in Luton 
Borough Council sheltered accommo¬ 
dation and believes the notice is 
‘defamatory’. 

Lady Osborne, who was married to Sir 
Charles Osborne before his death three 
years ago, said: “I think this is com¬ 
pletely defamatory. 

“I am being picked on. I was not 
aware of anything going on and then 
suddenly these notices were going up 
everywhere. 

“Only once did I put a saucer of milk 
out for a tabby cat who comes around 
the area. We have problems with rats, 
you see, and that has helped get rid of 
them.” 

The Unacceptable Behaviour Notice, 
which was given last fune, states that 
she will not ‘abuse, intimidate or 
threaten residents, tenants or any other 
person living in or visiting Milner 


Court’ or ‘access anyone at the main 
entrance unless they are specifically 
visiting [her] ’. 

It also adds that she will not leave 
food for animals in the communal area 
or encourage anyone else to do so. 

A council spokeswoman said: “An 
Acceptable Behaviour Contract (ABC) 
is issued where we need to give some¬ 
one a written warning about their 
behaviour and hope to avoid formal 
legal action, such as a Notice of Seeking 
Possession. The ABC details the behav¬ 
iour we wish to stop. 

“If someone is not willing to sign their 
agreement to the contract, we then 
serve an ABC Notice defining what is 
and isn’t expected of them. 

“In most cases, including that of Lady 
Margaret Osborne, an ABC is a last 
resort and follows a series of visits, let¬ 
ters and verbal warnings to try to pre¬ 
vent antisocial or nuisance behaviour. 
The success rate of ABCs is generally 
high. 

“If Lady Margaret contacts the coun¬ 
cil, we would be pleased to discuss her 
ABC.”

Fears for hygiene 
as factory brings 
in new time rules

IT IS feared that rigorous new 
clocking in and out procedures 
at a well known sandwich 
factory will have a detrimental 
effect on hygiene procedures. 

It is believed that Daily Bread, of 
Brittania Estates, Luton, imple¬ 
mented new rules last Wednesday 
that mean if a worker clocks in a 
minute late from lunch, they will 
be deducted 15 minutes pay. 

We were informed that the com¬ 
pany, which supplies sandwiches 
to British Home Stores, Lidl and 


FlyBe, had planned a ten-day trial 
to test the proposals, but the 
move was made permanent in a 
briefing after eight days. 

Now an employee fears that the 
risk of losing out on money will 
mean that workers rush, or even 
skip, the strict hygiene proce¬ 
dures so that they can get back to 
work on time. 

The employee, who we have 
agreed not to name, said: “The 
workers here get two 30 minute 
breaks during their shift. Once 
they leave the production line, 
they have to remove their coats 
and change their shoes, before 


washing their hands and going to 
the canteen. 

“After they have eaten, the same 
procedures have to be followed in 
reverse before they go back down 
to production. 

“Can you imagine 30 or 40 
people trying to do all that in half 
an hour? 

“No one wants to be deducted 
money for their pay, and I’m wor¬ 
ried that the rush to get back to 
work will mean that people will 
skip washing their hands.” 

We contacted Daily Bread for a 
comment on these concerns but 
received no response. 


Stolen copper pipe leads to gas leak 


MISSING copper piping 
from a mains gas supply 
lead to a leak in a road in 
Luton. 

Firefighters were called 
to Dumfries Street, 
Luton, at around 3.40pm 
on Wednesday following 
reports of a gas leak.

scene and crews were 
quickly able to isolate the 
gas supply. 

It was confirmed that 
the leak had been caused 
due to an amount of 
copper piping being 
missing from the mains 
gas supply. 


A spokesperson from 
the National Grid said: 
“Stealing copper gas 
pipes is not only illegal 
but also very dangerous 
and should never be 
attempted. Such thefts 
can result in a gas 
escape and even a fire or 


explosion. If anyone sees 
someone attempting to 
steal copper gas pipes, or 
smells gas they are 
urged to immediately 
contact the National Gas 
Emergency Service on 
0800 111 999 and the 
police.”

Sex offences against 
children on the increase

MORE than four children a week 
were victims of sex crimes in 
Bedfordshire over a 12 month 
period. 

In total 214 kids in the county 
were attacked in the offences in 
2010-2011 that ranged from rape 
to pornography. 

The numbers published by the 
NSPCC also show that 47 of the 
victims in Bedfordshire had not 


reached secondary school age 
with 19 of the victims aged five 
and under. The majority of the 
offences (132) were reported 
against 11-17 year olds. 

Across England and Wales more 
than 400 sexual assaults against 
children were reported to police 
forces every week last year with 
fewer than one in ten resulting in 
a conviction. 

The number of convictions in 
England and Wales has risen by 
around one-quarter from 1,747 in 


2007 to 2,135 in 2010. Dan 
Russell, regional head of service at 
the NSPCC, said: “Many of these 
distressing offences are commit¬ 
ted on extremely young and help¬ 
less children, who may not under¬ 
stand what is happening to them 
and are unable to ask for help. 

“The NSPCC is doing what it can 
by using information like this 
from the police to tailor our treat¬ 
ment services - different 
approaches are needed depend¬ 
ing on the age of the child.”

Row breaks out over road 
closures for busway work

LIBERAL Democrat leader, 
Councillor David Franks has 
spoken out against a four-month 
road closure to complete work 
on the busway. 

It has been announced that a 
200-metre stretch of Guildford 
Street, Luton, is to be closed to 
traffic and pedestrians from 
Monday, for construction con¬ 
nected to the Luton Dunstable 
Busway. 

The work will involve raising the 
level of the street by more than 
two metres, but Cllr Franks has 
said that the closure will be a

chaotic traffic conditions.” 

He said: “It’s a couple of days 
late for an April Fool joke so I sup¬ 
pose they must be serious.

But Cllr Roy Davis hit back, say¬ 
ing: “As Luton progresses and 
regeneration takes off there is 
going to be some disruption and 
road closures. 

“When Cllr Franks ran the coun¬ 


cil regeneration stalled - and we 
can see why with his attitude. It is 
like he is trying to sabotage the 
progress of the town.”

Why ban is needed 

SIR - The first domestic hosepipe 
ban in our part of the world for 20 
years began on Thursday. I want to 
explain why we have reached this 
point, what Anglian Water are 
doing to lessen the effects of the 
drought and how your readers can 
help.

Since last April we have spent £120 
million on making better use of 
water. 

Then there is our new campaign. 


Drop 20 is the largest water-saving 
campaign Anglian Water has ever 
launched. 

We are asking people to try to 
reduce the amount of water they 
use every day by 20 litres - enough 
to fill two buckets. 

Simple steps will make big 
savings and we will be there to help 
with advice and water saving kits 
for home and garden. I know this 
hosepipe ban is unwelcome, 
inconvenient and will cause real 
difficulties for some. 

This is not something we do 
lightly but the drought is too seri¬ 
ous to ignore. 

We believe our customers recog¬ 
nise this, will observe the ban and 
do what they can to save water. We 
need and greatly appreciate their 
understanding, help and support.

Now well all be paying the price 
with Big Brother watching us... 


T HERE is a rumour in the 
newspaper world that if 
you send an email 
containing aggressive 
viewpoints about the USA, or 
derogatory comments about its 
President, the email will take 
longer than usual to reach its 
destination and the person 
who sent it will be under the 
watch of the CIA. 

As the speed of emails is 
notoriously inconsistent it has 
been a difficult theory to prove. 

Now of course we don’t have 
to because our Government 
has told us it is going to be 
reading all our emails, twitters 
etc as part of its anti-terrorism 
campaign.

There is 
not enough room here to go 
into the whole story but the 
police case is riddled with 
inconsistencies, to put it mild¬ 
ly- 

Then we have extraordinary 
rendition, which is a vague 
term for the American CIA lift¬ 
ing people off the streets of 
anywhere in the world and tak¬ 
ing them somewhere where 
they can be tortured without 
too many questions being 
asked. 


Often these people are com¬ 
pletely innocent and while 
many countries have wrung 
their hands and complained 
about the practice, it still goes 
on. 

We even had a lad in Mid 
Beds who attracted the atten¬ 
tion of the CIA because he was 
rude about President Obama. 
On that basis the British secu¬ 
rity services are going to be 
busy once they start looking at 
our emails.

Plea for more to be done to address lack of capacity at airports 



THE Chamber of Commerce has 
called on the Government to tackle 
the problem of capacity at airports 
such as Luton. 

Currently, both airport operator 
London Luton Airport Operators 
Limited and owner London Luton 
Airport Limited are putting 
together separate plans to increase 
passenger numbers. 

Cheryl Smart MBE, chief executive 
of the Bedfordshire Chamber, has 
said regional airports like the town’s 
need to be strengthened before 
other economies overtake Britain’s. 

She said: “There is an aviation¬ 
shaped hole in the Government’s 
plans to improve the UK’s infras¬ 
tructure and encourage growth. 

“While ministers acknowledge the 
threat a lack of capacity at UK air¬ 
ports poses to our economy, too lit¬ 
tle is being done to address it. 


“The UK will miss out on invest¬ 
ment and jobs if the government 
does not act now to improve capac¬ 
ity in the South East, strengthen our 


regional airports and develop more 
connections to emerging markets. 

“The publication of the Aviation 
Policy Framework has been delayed 


until the summer, giving the gov¬ 
ernment ample time to investigate 
the available options for boosting 
the UK’s aviation capacity. But con¬ 


tinued delay risks leaving the UK at 
a competitive disadvantage to its 
global competitors. 

“While Britain dithers, others act. 
Foreign competitors are forging 
ahead on new air links while we sit 
and twiddle our thumbs.

“Nine out of ten (92 per cent) of 
these business leaders say direct 
flights influence their inward 
investment decisions; while eight in 
ten (80 per cent) say they would 
trade more with the UK if flight 
connections were improved to their 
home markets.”

What’s in a name? 


WHEN a dispute arises 
in relation to unpaid 
invoices people often 
try to manage the 
situation themselves 
instead of seeking legal 
advice as they are 
concerned about being 
charged extortionate 
fees for a relatively 
small debt.

‘B&C’ did not respond 
to the claim form and 
Mr A requested 
judgment in default 
against ‘B&C’. 

Judgment was 
entered against ‘B&C’. 

Mr A then tried to 
enforce the judgment 
against ‘B&C’. 

This is when matters 
became unstuck. 

‘B&C’ was a husband 
and wife partnership, it 
was not a legal entity in 
its own right. 

The claim should have 


been issued against Mr 
and Mrs B trading as 
‘B&C’. 

The importance this 
has is that ‘B&C’ did not 
have any assets in its 
own name, everything 
was in the name of Mr 
and Mrs B. 

There was no way of 
enforcing the judgment 
as it stood. 

There were a number 
of options open to Mr A, 
and eventually he opted 
to reissue the claim 
against Mr and Mrs B 
trading as ‘B&C’. 

This caused a 
considerable delay in 
Mr A recovering the 
monies he was owed 
and he ended up 
incurring more legal 
fees than he would 
have if he had 


approached us initially.

The name and

‘Budget not one 
for small firms’ 


SMALL businesses across 
Luton will see very little 
change after the budget, 
according to a tax and 
accountancy specialist. 

Mark Sivakumar, who runs 
TaxAssist Accountants in 
Luton, responded to Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne’s (pic¬ 
tured) budget on March 21. 

He said: “We knew there 
was very little scope for the 
Chancellor, but this was not 
a budget for sole traders and 
small firms across Luton 
who are the backbone of our 
local community. 

“The cut in corporation 
tax to 24 per cent only 
applies to firms with profits 
of over £300,000. The major¬ 
ity of small businesses will 
have nowhere near that fig¬ 
ure, but there is no cut in 
the 20 per cent rate they 
pay. 

“But we shouldn’t overlook 
the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment has already intro¬ 


duced the National Loan 
Guarantee Scheme, which 
offers low interest loans to 
small businesses. 

“And those looking for 
finance to start their busi¬ 
ness were offered the life¬ 
line of the Seed Enterprise 
Investment Scheme which 
launches next month. 

“Extra funding to help 
construction firms build 
new homes will have knock- 
on benefits for many small 
businesses, such as 
builders, joiners, plumbers 
and electricians, who have 
been severely hit by the 
recession, but it was 
disappointing that there 
were no concessions on fuel 
duty. 

“For trades people and 
service providers who make 
home visits, their cars and 
vans are a vital part of their 
service, not a luxury and 
they can’t absorb the cost of 
fuel price increases.” 



Luton’s tops for growth 

THE Chamber of Commerce has welcomed a survey 
which said that Luton is one of the best places in 
England for business growth. 

A total of 785 new businesses were set up in the town 
between 2010 and 2012, an average annual rise of 4.2 
per cent - increasing from 9,354 to 10,139 - and the 
third highest in the country. 

Brian Hibbert, chairman of Bedfordshire Chamber of 
Commerce which includes Luton, said: “Across 
Bedfordshire, we’re hearing from businesses that they 
are becoming more and more positive about the 
future. 

“We’re seeing fewer failures, with many businesses 
maintaining a steady path.” 

Cheryl Smart MBE, chief executive of the Chamber, 
said: “At the recent British Chambers of Commerce 
conference, Nick Clegg said there is a real need to 
foster greater optimism in the economy and results 
like these go some way to providing a foundation for 
cautious optimism at least. The key now is for the 
Government to create an environment that is hospitable 
to business growth through greater access to finance, 
concentration on improving infrastructure and easing of 
regulatory burdens.” 

The research by information analysts Experian, 
commissioned by the BBC, looked at growth and 
growth potential. 

It suggested there was a high proportion of high- 
growth ‘champion’ businesses in the town which have 
the potential to prosper in the current financial and 
economic climate. 

The businesses were judged as displaying a number 
of characteristics which could lead to significant 
growth in the future. 

These included companies under ten years old and 
with fewer than 50 employees, firms with directors 
with entrepreneurial appetite, and those part of a wider 
corporate network. 

Luton had an insolvency rate of 1.2 per cent last year 
which equates to 112 businesses.

REVIEW 

EARTH HOUR EVENT 

The Park Plaza Victoria Hotel, London 

EARTH HOUR might have come and 
gone unnoticed where you were last 
Saturday but at the Park Plaza 
Victoria Hotel, London, between 
8.15 and 9.30pm, the event was 
marked in the most beautiful and 
stylish manner. 

Tapering candles flickered on five- 
prong candelabras, placed around 
the dining room when the lights were 
switched off, as part of the global 
environmental campaign for action 
on climate change. 

Dining by candlelight is magic at 
any time; dining by candlelight at the 
Park Plaza Victoria was bliss. 

Unlike so many hotel restaurants, 
the food in the award-winning JB’s is 
terrific; top quality ingredients that 
are creatively put together then 
beautifully cooked and presented. 

Juicily huge seared scallops on a 
bed of asparagus and the tenderest of 
smoked breast of duck scattered with 
pine nuts - our starters - were deli¬ 
cious. 

A grilled fillet steak and melt-in- 
the-mouth poached halibut, the 
main courses, were spared the indig¬ 
nity of being over-fussily prepared or 
drowned in over-powering sauces. 

Their natural, excellent flavours, 
alongside fresh, perfectly cooked 
vegetables, were testament to a tal¬ 
ented chef in a top quality kitchen. 

But London, SW1, is a bit far to go 
to enjoy fine dining, isn’t it? 

Not if you are on a weekend break 
in the capital, it’s not. 

More and more of us are enjoying 
the occasional citybreak, taking in 
the sights, a show, an exhibition or 
even the really guilty pleasure of a 
spot of retail therapy. 

And if you are going to make an 
occasion of it, then the best way to do 
it is to stay somewhere special. 

The Park Plaza Victoria is that per¬ 
fect combination of affordable luxu¬ 
ry in a location that is convenient for 
many of London’s top tourist attrac¬ 


tions. And, let’s face it, if you are stay¬ 
ing in the design capital of the world, 
it would be a shame to find yourself 
in some hick backwater of a hotel. 

Contemporary works of art and 
stylish decor mark out the interior of 
the Park Plaza as a chic cosmopolitan 
place to stay. All of which could be 
mildly intimidating for those of us 
who live in Bedfordshire’s back of 
beyond except that the staff are 
delightful - friendly, helpful and not 
in the least bit London-centrically 
snooty. 

If you're keen on contemporary art 
then the rest of the good news is: Tate 
Britain is only a ten minute walk 


away from the hotel. The current 
exhibition, Picasso and Modern 
British Art, isn’t easy viewing but it’s a 
fascinating lesson in 20th century art 
history and well worth taking on the 
challenge. 

It took critics and collectors years to 
make up their minds about Picasso. 
More than 70 years after his work 
finally went on show to the public in 
this country it still has the power to 
shock. 

He set the rules - and then changed 
them, over and over again. His influ¬ 
ence on British artists during the 
20th century was profound but, as 
this exhibition so clearly shows, they 


never quite caught up with or 
matched his extraordinary talent and 
energy. 

This show would probably appal 
the ‘I know what I like and I like what 
I know’ brigade and give plenty of 
ammunition to those of the ‘my 
grandson could do better than that’ 
school of thought but for the crowds 
visiting the exhibition last weekend it 
was a humdinger of an experience; 
thought-provoking, eye-opening 
and, when it comes to studying 
paintings such as the agonisingly 
moving portrait, Weeping Woman 
(1937), quite frankly, mind-blowing.

Neilson slams poor Town as they 
Buckle under gaze of new boss

CARETAKER manager Alan Neilson 
hit out at Luton Town’s players yes¬ 
terday, saying don’t deserve to be in 
the play-offs, following their 3-1 
defeat at Braintree Town. 

Under the watchful eye of new 
manager Paul Buckle, who will take 
control of the club for the game at 
home to Hayes & Yeading tomorrow, 
Luton Town dropped yet more vital 
points after slumping to their second 
successive league loss. 

The Hatters struggled against a 
physical home side, and although 
Andre Gray cancelled out an early 
Adam Bailey-Dennis strike, the part- 
timers sealed the win with second 
half goals from Sean Marks and a 
92nd minute Billy Gibson penalty. 

Speaking after the result, which saw 
the Hatters slip to seventh in the Blue 
Square Bet Premier table, three 
points off the play-off pace, Neilson 
said: “It is extremely disappointing. 

“Too many players lost their battles 
and the goals that we conceded were 
poor. 

“After today’s result we don’t 
deserve to be in the top five. 

“The only positive is that we only 
have to wait until Monday for the 
next game when the new gaffer will 
be in charge, we’ll be in training 
tomorrow and hopefully we can 
bounce back straight away. 

“There are six games left, and they 
have to be six cup finals. We’ve kept 
saying that but the players have got 
to show the desire and scrap for it, if 
they want it. 

“The players have to realise the 
chance they’ve got, lots of the lads 
are out of contract at the end of the 
season and they’ve got to show they 
are good enough to play in the 
Football League and good enough to 
play in the Blue Square Bet Premier.” 

Luton made an awful start to the 
match allowing Braintree to take an 
early lead within the first five min¬ 
utes. 

As keeper Mark Tyler came out of 
his goal to catch an incoming free 
kick, unmarked centre back Bailey- 
Dennis was able to glance home a 
header. 

However, the lead lasted just two 
minutes as Gray scored his third goal 
in three games after a well-timed run 


into the area. The ball fell at his feet 
and he side-footed his effort cleanly 
past goalkeeper Nathan McDonald. 

But the home side caused Luton a 
multitude of problems and the frail 
defence struggled to cope every time 
a long ball was launched forward to 
the tall strikers Marks and Ben 
Wright - who had a loan spell at 
Kenilworth Road in 2009. 

Yet again the Hatters lacked a phys¬ 
ical edge to their game and were bul¬ 
lied off the ball time and again by a 
powerful Iron side who had a goal 
ruled out on 20 minutes. Marks was 
away celebrating but the referee 
ruled it out for a push in the box. 

It was a let off for Luton, who were 
lucky to make it to half time with the 
scores level following decent efforts 
from Aswad Thomas and Kenny 
Davies. 


The Hatters looked more comfort¬ 
able after the restart as the formation 
changed to 4-4-2, with Jake Howells 
dropping back to a midfield role 
while the introduction of Godfrey 
Poku added a steelier dimension to 
the side. 

Aaron O’Connor’s six-yard effort 
should have been enough to put the 
side in front but keeper McDonald 
pulled off a fantastic one-handed 
save. 

Braintree took the lead once again 
in the 70th minute when a free-kick 
blasted into the area found Marks, 
and he buried the chance. 

A Gibson penalty in the 90th 
minute then capped off a woeful 
afternoon for the Hatters after Curtis 
Osano had scythed down Marks in 
the box. 

The Hatters now face Hayes & 


Yeading at home tomorrow after¬ 
noon (3pm).

Gaffer ready for 
‘huge challenge’ 

NEW Luton Town manager Paul 
Buckle has promised to do 
everything in his power to help 
guide the club back to the Football 
League this term. 

The former Torquay and Bristol 
Rovers boss was announced as Gary 
Brabin’s successor on Good Friday 
after penning a two-year deal. 

However, the 41-year-old was 
not in charge for yesterday’s 3-1 
defeat at Braintree - with Alan 
Neilson and Paul Carden taking 
care of first team affairs. He will 
be officially unveiled today at 
11am in a press conference and 
will then lead the side out for the 
first time against Hayes & Yeading 
United at Kenilworth Road 
tomorrow (3pm). 

He now has six games to try to 
get Luton out of the ‘non-league’ 
through the play-offs this term. He 
done it two seasons ago with 
Torquay, ironically against former 
Hatters boss Gary Brabin’s 
Cambridge United side in the final. 

In his only comments so far, the 
new manager told the club’s 
official website: “It’s a huge 
challenge, a massive challenge - 
but not just for me, for us all. 

“First and foremost, I’ve been in 
this position before and I hope the 
players can gain some confidence 
from that. 

“I know there’s a lot of pressure 
if they don’t score early and I 
understand the problems there 
have been. 

“However, we really need to 
grasp that we’re in a strong 
position.
